Mr. John H. Daniels, a well-known banker of 
Wilmington, in this State, suspended payment 
yesterday.

The cause of his insolvency is 
stated to be the failure of the Kankakee River 
Improvement Company to pay the July interest 
on its bonds, which he had guaranteed to the 
extent of $50,000. The sufferers are the busi- 
ness men of Wilmington, and the Will County 
Treasury, which had a small sum on deposit. 
Mr. Daniels promises to pay 75 cents on the 


dollar if his creditors allow him time to settle. 


Gen. O. O. Howard had the handling of some 
* $20,000,000, as Commissioner of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau, and, as security for honest dealing, he 


was required by law to file a bond for $50,000. 


His associate Sub-Commissioners were held in 
bonds of $20,000 each. The unpleasant fact 
is reported from Washington that none of 
these bonds can be found on record. They are 
not in the First Comptroller’s office, where they 
should be; they have beep looked for in the 


War Department, where they ought not to be,

SENATOR CARPENTER’S DEFENSE OF BACK- 
PAY. 

Wo present elsewhere, in full, Senator Matt. 

H. Carpenter’s speech on the Back-Pay bill, de- 

liveréd last night to a portion of his constitu- 

ents at Janesville, Wis. It may be accepted as 


speech will be disappointed. The fundamental 
error of the whole effort is the assumption that, 
if it can be demonstrated that Congress had con- 
stitutional authority for its act, the act itself 
may be justified. This constitutional authority 
has been clearly demonstrated by Senator Car- 
penter. But it has never been denied. The 
popular condemnation of the salary-grab has 
been with the full knowledge of this authority. 
To confirm the authority, therefore, with a con- 
stitutional argument, at this time, is simply 
begging the whole question. It fails 
utterly to meet the criticism of the 
people. The constitutional authority gi ven to 
Congress to fix its own compensation was 
made in an era of pure patriotism, and with a 
confidence fully justified in the earlier years of 
our Government by the conscientious effort of 
Congress to keep down the pay to the level of 
exact compensation. If it had been suggested, 
at the time the Constitution was made, that Con- 
gress would some day take advantage of this 
privilege to vote away the people’s money for 
lis own benefit, in the face of a great popular 
protest, the suggestion would have been put 
away as unworthy of credit and altogether vile. 
If, then, the day hascome when a Congress 
deliberately abuses its privilege, the men who 
are responsible for this abuse are accountable to 
authority which they have subverted and de- 
graded. ＋ 

Mr. Oarpenter claims that Oredit Mobilier is 
the cause of all the uproar about the salary- 
grab. There is no doubt that it has had some- 
thing to do withit. Had there not been evi- 
dences in the Oredit Mobilier case, and in the 
Congressional treatment of that case, and other 
matters of a spirit of corruption among our 
public men, the people would have been more 
inclined to regard the salary-grab as prompted 
by pure motives, and the result of an earnest 
conviction of its justice. But, back of all 
this, is a reasonable certainty that the sal- 


ury-grab could not have been passed had 


it not been for the loose and corrupt ten- 
dencies of official life evidenced by the 
Credit Mobilier transactions. Mr. Carpenter's 
recognition of the influence which a reputation 
‘for unfair dealing in public life has exerted in 
securing a condemnation of the back-pay bill 
has betrayed him into the error of defending 


justifying the salary-grab. He revives the old 
patriotic talk which was the fashion when the 
building of the Pacific roads was under consid- 
eration. He recounts the history of the roads, 
and spéaks of ‘‘ postponing the lien,” which is 
his way of describing the sacrifice of the Gov- 
ernment’s security. He says the Government 


bas not been defrauded, and refers to the vari- 


ous construction contracts which were eventu- 
ally grouped under Credit Mobilier as mere busi- 
ness Arrangements which turned ont at 
profit. But he ignores the evidence of a breach 


ot trust on the part of those who had the Gov- 


ernment interests in charge; of the donations of 
stock ; of the fraudulent transactions that at- 
tended the letting of contracts; of ‘the implica- 
tion of men in high places; and of the tacit 
indorsement of all those frauds by the action of 
Congress. It is not necessary to go over the 
ground again. It is obvious that, if the justifi- 
cation of back-pay depends upon the defense of 
Oredit Mobilier, Mr. Carpenter has placed him- 
self in a worse position than he occupied before. 
A large portion of the speech is devoted to the 
purpose of proving that $7,500 is a fair compen- 


sation for Congressional services, and, as the 


who actually earn nothing, without a dollar. As 
it would be impossible to do this, it is evident 
that the word compensation was intended to 


necessarily made an exhibit of his private bank 
account. He says he can save no money. Yet 
he says, also, that he earned last year $10,500 
in his legal practice outside of Congress. Add 
to this the $7,500 salary as Senator, and Mr. 
Carpenter had an income last year of $18,000. 
As he saves no money out of this 
amount, he might claim that $18,000 is neces- 
sary for the support of himself and his family, 
and, if he is expected to devote his whole time 
and ability to the interests of the Government, 
the Government should pay him $18,000 a year. 
Other gentlemen might demand $20,000, $25,000, 
or 650, 000 on the same basis. 
Incidentally, Mr. Carpenter endeavors to fix 
upon those gentlemen who have refused to take 
the back-pay a deliberate violation of the Con- 
stitution, which says that they shall receive a 
compensation for their services.” He then pic- 
tures the dangers of violating the Constitution 
in a style that would have been admirable as 
applied to Louisiana affairs, and which is cer- 
tainly very humorous (as he probably intended 
it to be) in connection with a refusal to take 
back-pay. 
Whether or not the sum of $7,500 is only a 
fair compensation for Congressional services is 
a circumstance that does not affect the retro- 
active character of the bill. This Mr. Carpenter 
justifies because there was no contract, under 
the law, that members of the Forty-second Con- 
gress should serve for $5,000. This is true 
enough. If there were such a contract under 
the law, Mr. Carpenter and others who haye 
taken the money might expect to be sued for it. 
But there was a tacit agreement, when members 
of Congress solicited the suffrages of their con- 
stituents, that they would serve for the salary 
then fixed. As the first Congress fixed its own 
compensation, and as other Congresses have 
changed the rate, Mr. Carpenter claims 
that every Congress may make a change 
every day if it chooses. Perhaps 80. 
But we venture to eay that future Con- 
greases will be slow to take advantage of the 
prerogative. The increase of pay in 1856 and 
1866, to which Mr. Oarpenter refers with par- 
ticular stress, occurred under circumstances that 
offer no opportunity for comparison. The in- 
crease of 1856 was from $8 a day to $3,000 a 
year. There was no popular protest against it, 
and the increase was made just prior to a Presi- 
dential election. Would the late Congress have 
dared to make the increase before the late cam- 
paign? The increase of 1866 was from $3,000 to 
$5,000. It was a just concession to the in- 
creased cost of living, and there was no general 
complaint of its unfairness before or after. 
It was made just before a Congressional cam- 
paign, and not just after. It was at a 
time when the country had faith in the 
destiny of the Republican party, and confidence 
in the integrity and patriotism of Republican 
leaders. Oongrese was still engaged in the work 
of reconstruction, andthe adoption of what was 
not regarded as excessive pay was an insignifi- 
cant event as compared with the vital interests 
at stake. The increase of 1873 was at the fag- 
end of Congress ; was tacked on tothe general 
Appropriation billin such a way that its defeat 
would have endangered the whole appropriation ;

THE IOWA REPUBLICANS. 

The Iowa Republican State Convention has 
nominated Gov. Carpenter for re-election. It 
adopted the Maine resolution thanking Congress 
for exposing the Oredit Mobilier robbery, and 
urges the punishment of those who may here- 
after commit such crimes. Not a word of cen- 
sure for those who have been convicted already, 
nor a word of censure for the selection of one of 
the Credit Mobilier stockholders as Minister to 
Japan. The passage of the back-pay salary bill 
is denounced, and the repeal of the law increas- 
ing salaries demanded, but not a word of censure 
for the President, who, being the recipient of the 
largest increase, signed the bill making it alaw,and 
making it so far as he is concerned irrepealable. 
The same Convention resolved that the Repub- 
lican party cgnsists of those who are opposed to 
slavery ; who believe that all men are entitled to 
equal political and civil rights; who favor the 
administration of the laws so as to secure the 
same rights to all; and who believe in free 
schools, free opinion, and universal education. 
If all persons thus described compose the Re- 
publican party, who are those who do not belong 
to that party? There is not a party or man in 


Credit Mobilier, in order to prepare the way for the United States at this time, outside of the Ro- 


publican party, who is not opposed to slavery, 
and who is not in favor of the political and 


the Iowa College Fund, the refusal of the par- 
ty Legislature to prosecute the guilty men who 
appropriated the money, and the equally guilty 
men who connived at and permitted the robbery, 
are facts which stand out in strong contrast with 


the professions of honesty presented on the eve 


of the election. Our advice to the farmers of 
Iowa is to permit no man nominated bya Dem- 
ocratic or Republican Convention to- he elected. 
If the farmers of the country ever propose to 
make their power felt as against monopoly, let 
then do so now. If they permit this 
Iowa election to go by default; if they 
permit party to again overrule their purpose to 
oppose monopoly, they may as well abandon 
such purpose altogether. If the farmers of 
Iowa are too much devoted to party to vote for 


their own interests, then they must look, as they 


have donein the past, to party to still further 
strengthen the bonds in which they are held by 
corporate and other holders of special privileges, 
A victory over party and politicians in 1873 will 
settle the question of a union of all opponents 
of monopoly throughout the country. 


THE HOT-CORN CASE. 
The Committee of the Board of Trade appoint- 


ed to investigate the posting of bot corn in the 


Fulton and Northwestern Elevators yesterday 


made a report, in which they declared that the 


proprietors were justified in posting the corn as 


hot. The Committee think proper in their re- 


port to criticise the action of Taz Tarun in 


publishing a statement that the corn in the 
Northwestern Elevator, which had been posted, | 


upon being shipped was found to have 


been but very slightly injured, and that 


possibly not over 1,500 bushels of the 23,000 


posted was, in fact, hot. They accompany the 


report with statements by the proprietors of the

of record, have an ugly look about them. The 
accounts of the University are as hopelessly con-

It will be an outrage if both these investi- 
gations are not made in the most thorough 
manner, so that it may be finally decided to 
what circumstances his present position is due, 
and. whether he should further serve the 
Government in any fiduciary capacity. He 
has cost the Government very dearly. 


It is due to the Government that 
his case should be settled. It is due 


to Gen. Howard that the suspicions of the people 
relative to his honesty should be remoyed, if 
there is no ground for them. If he is not hon- 
est, it is due to the Congregational churches of 
Washington, to which he has been maxing lavish 
donations, that they should know where the 
money comes from. If he is only a blundering 
incompetent, that fact ought to be made known. 
Anything to settle the question and establish 
his proper status, for the affairs of Maj.-Gen. O. 
O. Howard, late Commissioner of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau, President of the Howard University, 
and Havelock of the American army, are getting 
to be a nuisance.

INVESTIGATION OF GEN. HOWARD. 

There is no official in the United States who 
stands so thoroughly in need of investigation as 
Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, late Commissioner of 
the Freedmen's Bureau, President of the How- 
ard University, and Havelock of the American 
army. There is no better time to investigate 
Maj.-Gen. O. O. Haward, late Commissioner, 


against him, or else he has managed cir- 
cumstances for his own personal good. It is 
due to him, therefore, and to his friends, 
that an investigation shall determine his 
real position. There are many who believe 
him to be innocent of any corrupt intentions. 
There are many others who believe that he has 
been enriching himself under the garb of relig- 
ion and generosity to the black wards 
placed under his charge by the Govern- 
ment. The announcement that the Attormey- 
General has decided to commence suit against 
him in the civil courts will be received with 
very general satisfaction by all classes of people ; 
by those who are his staunch defenders, as well 
as by those who have doubted his rather osten- 
tatious displays of religion and philanthropy. 
The suit in question is brought to recover a cer- 
tain amount of money for which he failed to ac- 
count as Commissioner of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau. Of the fact itself, which was long ago 
stated on the floor of the House, and which 
has been reiterated scores of times since 
in a variety of ways, no denial has ever been 
made. The financial statements of the Bureau 
during his administration have been published, 
and show for themselves that they were kept in 
the loosest and most unsystematic manner, and 
also exhibit a very serious deficit. The fact 
itself being one of plain record, thé suit must 
tend to show whether he was simply incompe- 
tent, was deceived by his subordinates, or 
whether he was a dishonest man, who was en- 
riching himself out of his pretended love for 
the black race. 

If this was the only charge against Maj.-Gen. 
Howard, it might be met and speedily decided 
one way or the other; but there is another 
charge against him fully as serious, and which 
has an indirect bearing upon the former, so close, 


indeed, that it will hardly be possible to try the 


first issue without bringing the second, or some 
features of it, into-court also. Shortly after 
the organization of the Freedmen’s Bureau, it 
was decided to establish a university for the ed- 
ucation of the blacks. Gen. Howard was made 
President of the institution, and it was called 
Howard University, in compliment to his ser- 
vices in behalf of the freedmen. The property 
ofthe University was tarned over to it by Gen. 
Howard from property belonging to the Bureau. 
He was thus Commissioner of the Bureau and 
President of the University at the same time. 
As he could not perform the duties of the latter 
office, and, indeed, has been absent in Arizona 
during the most of his time, he magnanimously 
declined any salary as President. It is now 


charged, however, that some months ago the 


Trustees, under the lead of that model 
of incorruptibility, Senator Pomeroy, voted Gen. 
Howard $12,000 back pay, making the salary ex- 
tend back to the first meeting which was held 
to consider the project of establishing the Uni- 
versity, after the Congressional back-pay fash- 
ion. This action occurred before the University 
was incorporated, and since that time several 
more thousands have been added to this amount, 
the total amounting to about $30,000. It is fur- 
thermore charged that the institution is 


in debt $100,000, for which the very property 


which Gen. Howard conveyed to it is mortgaged; 
that it ran behind over $40,000 last year; and 
that the current expenses cannot be met with- 


ont still further mortgaging its property. The 


institution is virtually on the verge of bankrupt- 


cy, and has not answered the purposes for which 


it was established. 2 


The charges, which are claimed to be matters: 


The case began in the action of the Board of Ed- 
ucation of Cincinnati, which body, on Nov. 1, 
1869, prohibited “ religious instruction and the 
reading of religious books” in the common 
schools, and repealed so much of the regulations 
as required that the opening exercises in every 
department shall commence by reading a por- 
tion of the Bible, by, or under the direction of, 
the teacher, and by appropriate singing by the 


pupils.” An application was made to the Bu- 


perior Court of Cincinnati for an injunction to | 
restrain the Board of Education from putting 
this prohibition into effect, and the writ was 
granted. The case was elaborately argued, and 
the report of the debates and of the judgment 
of the Court was published, making a large 
volume. In addition, there were several public 
meetings held, and the action of the Board of 
Education furnished a text for many sermons in 
the churches, not only of Cincinnati, but m all 


parts of the country. It now turns out that, in 
| the long arguments before the Superior Court and 


in the judgment of that Court itself, the only 
question of law involved was not touched at all. 
The Supreme Court of Ohio have had the case 
before them for some time, and on Tuesday last 
unanimously decided as follows: 

1. The Constitution of the State does not enjoin or 
require religious instruction, or the reading of relig- 
ious books, in the public schools of the State. 

2. The Legislature having placed the management 


of the public schools under the exclustve control of 


Directors, Trustees, and Boards of Education, the 
Courts have no rightful authority to interfere by 


decision of the Supreme Court is in accordance 
with the general expectations of the Bar of 
Ohio. There being no law requiring religious 
instruction or the reading of the Bible in the 
public schools, and the Board of Edacation and 
the School Directors being fully authorized to 
prescribe the course of study and the books to 
be used at their discretion, the Courts have no 
authority to control the exercise of that dis- 


cretion. This places religious instruction on 


the same footing with instruction in arithmetic, 
and the use of the Bible as a text-book with the 
use of Mitchell’s Geography,—to be excluded 
or changed at the discretion of the 
Board of Education. The other question, 
whether a School Board may include religious 
instruction and the use of the Bible as a text- 
book, was not decided, though the spirit of the 
decision is to the effect that the authority of the 
School Boards is final as well in the introduction 
as in the exclusion of books and studies. There 
is a State Convention now in session in Ohio 
preparing a new Constitution for that State, 
and this decision of the Court will probably lead | 
to a controversy in that body between those in 
favor of secularizing the common schools and 
those who insist upon religious instruotion as 
part of their course. A religious principle being 
supposed to exist in this case, the struggle over 
it in the Convention will probably be a warm 
one. 


A MEXICAN RAILROAD SCHEME. 

A contract has been made between the Mexi- 
can Government and the Mexican International 
Railway Company for the construction of a road 
from the City of Mexico to the Pacific Ocean and 
the River Rio Bravo del Norte, the details of 
which have just come to hand in the Cosmopol- 
itan-of June 6, a paper printed in the Mexican 
Capital. As they will be of interest in showing 
how railroads are constructed in our neighboring 
Republic, we reproduce some of the more im- 


portant features of the contract. The fourth 


article provides for an ingenious list of induce- 
ments for the Company to hurry up their 
work. If the road is finished in nine 
years, the Company gets but $100,000 
as a kind of premium; if in eight years, 6400, 


000; in seven years, $900,000; in six years, 


$1,600,000. In addition to this, the Government 
grants a subvention of $9,000 per kilometre, 
which is equivalent to about $13,500 per mile, 
for which the Government issues non-interest- 


bearing bonds, payable by 8 per cent of the im- 


port duties received at the custom-houses in 
eight of the principal cities; and a further grant 
of right of way to 65 metres of land in width. 
The ninth article fixes the capital of the Com- 
pany at $50,000,000, divided into hundred-dollar 
shares, and the tenth fixes the gauge of the 
road at 4 feet 86 inches. The eighteenth 
article declares the free transit of passen- 
gers, mails, and merchandise across the 
Mexican territory, for the term of fifty years, 
when not destined to remain at any point within 
the Republic,—which probably means that there 
shall be no import tax on merchandise passing 
through the Republic and not destined to re- 
main in it. In case of transportation not going 
through, the Government gets 60 cents per 
passenger and for each ton of merchandise, 
which is to be handed over to the Government 
every six months. The nineteenth article pro- 
vides that the Company, after the Government 
Engineers have examined and approved the geo- 
tions of the road, shall fix their tariffs not to 
exceed the following rates: Per ton of 
2,000 pounds for merchandise: first class, 7 
cents per kilometre, or 11, cents per mile; sec- 
ond class, 5 cents; third class, 24¢ cents. For 


passengers: First class, 4 cents per kilometre, | 


or 6 cents per mile; second class, 23¢ cents. 
After two years, the tariff may be modified, but 
always must secure to the shareholders a return 
of 10 per cent per annum. The telegraph rates 
are not to exceed 25 cents fer 10 words for a dis- 
tance of 100 kilometres, or 60 miles, and 2 cents 
more per word for each additional 10 kilometres. 
Article 20 secures to the Goverament the 


transport of troops, etc., at a discount of 50 per under the control of 


cent on ordinary tariffs, immigrants en- 
joying..the same favor, and for 
teen years the postal service shall 


arrangement with the Government. The Gov- 
ernment further protects its interests by declar- 
ing that at least 120 kilometres, or 72 miles, 
must be constructed each year; that the Com- 
pany shall be held to be Mexican and debarred 
from all claim to allege the rights of foreigners 
in any way; that tne Company shall not be con- 
sidered organized until a capital of $2,000,000 
has been subscribed and 10 per cent thereof paid 
in; that the road cannot be transferred to any 
foreign company; that the Company shall 
make an annual statement, of the most 
complete character, of ite condition and 
its operations, and that it shall also give a secu- 
rity in the sum of $400,000 to the satisfaction of 
the Government, as a guarantee for the faithful 
execution of the terms of the concession, and 
that the failure to give this security within 
eight months from the date of the concession 
shall make the contract null and void. These 
are the principal terms of the contract, and they
